The increase within the 
last twelve months is about 21 per 
cent, according to the board. 

The tigurta are tbe result of the 
hoard's sixth survey ot changes in the 
cost of living In the Cnited State-;. 

Food up KHt i'er cent. 

Food prices in .Man h were le i pe • 
cent higher than average prici > lie- 
fore the war. Quotations on which 
this estimate is based were supplied 
by over 2,000 dealers in fifty-one ci- 
ties. 

Rents averaged 49 per cent higher 
in March. 1920, than they had been 
in July. 1«14, according to fieures 
furnished by 352 agencies in 
cities. This marks an average in- 
. roase of 8 per cent since November. 
1919, and of 2S per cent since March 
1919. And these changea ruter to 
changes in rents tor low and medium 
priced houses. Steam-heated apart- 
ments and other expensive dwelling- 
showed greiter rent advances. Kent^ 
went up lu all sections of the coun- 
try and in cities of every sise. Ev- 
erywhere there was still a greater 
shortage ot houses and building costs 
were rising. Still higher rents were 
therefore predicted.

I These tribesmen plant a row ot the 
seed around their rade gardens In the 
belief that the plaat will paalsh traa- 
passers. This custom was doubtless 
brought by Negro slaves from Africa 
where the very similar swcrd or fetich 
bean N thin worshiped. But the 
Bureau of Plant Industry, U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture, falls to «up 
port this weird belief coacaraiag the 
bean. Nor do thaaa sMeatlsts find 
much else to recommend this plant 
stranger from tbe West Indies. 

The Jack bean. It appears from 
abundant experiments, is a prolific 
plant. It is not unusual for the sppcN 
in their 14-inch pods ot a Jack-bean 
plant to outweigh Its own hsrbsge; 
and the herbsge. If cat green, fre- 
quently crops at the rate of 16 to 20 
I tons per acre. This wonderful pro- 
i iliictiveness makes the bean a f;-- 
I voriti' of the get-rl<'h-qulck gentry 
who seek to Introduce a new and 
inarvefous commercial plant. This 
popularity among unKrupnlous pro- 
moters acconata in part, at least, tor 
! the ntlmerouB sUsses under which the 
I jack bean is known. 'Pearson bean,' 
: "wonder bean," "Wataka bean." "Oo- 
1 tani bean." "South American colfi>t> 
bean," etc.. are only a few of thf 
names in which the Jack bean ba£ 
been reehrfateaed. 

It baa aome value In the South as n 
green-manure crop, and there la evi- 
dence to show that It may be a good 
silage crop when cut green. 

Cattle do not relish the jack-bean 
hay, nor do they make gains upon 
the ground seed, which product they 
muat be taught to eat.

Depth Of Com Cultivation 
Many comparative experiments of 
deep and .'-halluw cnltivaiion li.iv'' 
been made, and on the whole the re- 
sults are in favor of shallow culti- 
vation, say apecialiats of tbe U. S. 
Department ot Agriculture. Tho oc- 
casions when deep cultivation is pre- 
fersble are few. If excessive rains 
have packed the soil and kept It 
water soak'nl. deep cultivation will 
help to dry and aiTat.' it. Breaking 
the roots of the plants must be avoid- 
ed so far as possible. If roots are 
broken the plants will rapidly pro- 
duce other roots, bat It will be at 
the expense of vitality and the food 
supply. After the plants have reach- 
ed a height of 2 or 3 feet, the soil 
even in the middle of the rows should 
lot be cultivated deeper than 4 Inches 
and usually a shallower cultivation 
will prove batter.

It does not penetrate the kernel to aay 
extent and is ptactleally all removed 
In the washing.

TniiiNpluutluK tlowerlUK and vee(>- 
t.'ilde plants la now greatly facllltutrd 
liy the use of paper flower pots which 

are DothtiiK re or less than the fu- 

miliar paper drinking cups. For use 
In the fiiriii and Kurden these cups 
are perforated and the seedlings are 
grown In them In tbe nursery. When 
It comes time to put tbe delicate plants 
out in the open they are transferred 
bodily, pots and all. aad pUced in the 
fruund. The transfer is attended by 
no shock whatever, which la rarely 
the case when the roots are disturbed 
during the operation aa when removing 
then from tbe little pots of clay which 
are geitcrally used for this purpose. 
Tbe perforattons enable tbe rootlets 
to find their way beyond tbe limits of 
the pot, ana so tbe paper does not In- 
terfere with their growth.

stances. Lance Corporal Cbarlas W. 
Riiker, who recently r sco u ufd his 
prison experieacee la the Meiwpolltaii 
Magasine, waatce ao pathos on bim> 
aelf or on his fMlow salfenrs when 
they Allied to grt «fe away tfcroogh 
their Ingenious tuBntl, aad eaa even 
s<H> a fininy side to the affblr. 

.Some of the other prlaoueri had he- 
Kuu the tunnel and had worked Upon 
II dnily for a month before they let 
him into the serret. wlili'h ttmilly be- 
rame kiio Aii to several liiiiidred of the 
Captives. • 

It opeiieil from the last hut nt the 
end of tin- liaek row and was headed 
for the only clump of hushes anywhere 
near the eanip. The soil was so sandy 
lliat if was lmpo«;sil;le to make a tun- 
nel In the urdin.ii-y way; a loin,' time 
passed liel'ore the hoys hit on a plan. 
After our own pin ka;tes had hef;un to 
come and we hie! white hread to ent, 
says the corp iial. -^oiae genius had a 
happy thoii^jht of usiiip tin' war lavad 
for hi ii ks. The w ar hreail Is as toiish 
and as hard us rubber and of about 
the size and shape of a snuill stone 
block that .vou use for pavltiK streets. 
W'c kept the bread hurled until night. 
Then we piled it up In a kind of crate, 
and when the sentries were out qf 
alght we rushed it over to the tunnel. It 
was the Ibeet beautiful tunnel yoo ever 
saw. The sides were built up~like 
trick walls, and the roof was a perfect 
arch. The sand that we took put was 
the same color as the sand of tbe 
camp, and as the ground was almost 
always wet you couldn't tell the dif- 
ference. We #ould take It out In small 
tiofuls and scatter It all over the place, 
and with several thousand men walk- 
big round there was no way of detect- 
big It 

Of course It was slow work'lnaking 
the tunnel, for we had to accumulate 
war bread, and so to aiuuse ourselves 
we fixed it all np. We stuck pictures 
from newtijMiper.s on the wall, and we 
even ran a wire down from the cook 
house and lUdited it all np witli eliv- 
trlclty. We took some of the lamps. 
iind when the KuarU wanted to kuow 
where they were we said tbey bad got 
broken. 

A hundred and twenty yards had' 
been built out of the humlred aud 
fifty that the tunnel had to j,'o w hen a 
liii.seralde I'reio luiiaii. to <'iirry favor' 
with his captors. Iietrayed the seei-c t. | 
The other Fr>.'uch prist ntrs eoneerned ; 
were wild with ra;,'e and ^iiaiiie; aa.l 
when the whole i-ainp was lined up for 
liivestiKution ami pimlshnient the 
Ireiiiii non-eoiiaiiissioiii'd oftleers 
Mepiad forward and luv-ed "for the 
honor of Ihe l'"renrli aniiy " to lie al- 
hwed to take iioi only lie ir own share 
of punishment but that of all the oth- 
er.-!. 

But of course, says Corporal I'.aker. 
the lirltlsh wouldn't have thai, and the 
nen-cnniinlssloned Itrltisli otiieprs gnve 
tl'.einselves up. It was a regular bow- 
ing' ami scraping, "You-first-my-dear- 
Alphonse" sort of proceeding. A few 
of tbe men were given five months in 
solitary, but most of them got off pret- 
ty easy, because tlie German ofllcers 
were so much amused.

Oerman oiflcers came from 
nUIee ronnd to see tbe tunnel. They 
wouldn't let us destroy It but kept It 
as a curiosity..
